A FRIGHTFDL WRECK 


A Crowded Express Dltchod by 


Train Bobbore, 


WHO, APPAIED IT THE AWFDL RESDLT 


Of Their Own Diabolism, Fail to Com- 


plete Their Job—Several Persons 


Killed and a Long List of Se- 


vere and Painful Casualties. 


Torr.KA, Kan., Sept. 21.—'A frightful 


wreck occurred on tho Santa Fe rail- 
road, a few miles west of Osage City, 
at 8 o'clock this morning. The train was 
ditched by train robbers and four of 
the train crow wero killed and about 
twenty-five passengers seriously 
in- 


jured. 
Tho train was the Missouri 


River express, east-bound and due in 
this city at 4:45 a. m. It consisted 
of a baggage and express car, four 
coaches and three Pullman sleeping 
cars. The coaches and sleeping cars 
wore filled with passengers, nearly all 
of whom wore aslcop when tho acci- 
dent occurred. The train was ditched 
by obstructions placed on the rails and 
rolled down a stoop embankment. Tho 
day coaches in the forward part of the 
train wore telescoped and it was in 
these coaches that most of the Injured 
passengers wore located.

Tho body of James 
Chaddick fireman is completely buried 
under the wreck of the engine nnd has 
not been recovered. 


Assistant General Manager Jameson 


denies the rumor that tho track was 
not in good condition. He says tho 
track was in porfect order nnd that tho 
fjviilenee is indisputable that bolts and 
spikes had been pulled. The body of 
Prank Baxter, express messenger, who 
was killed was brought to Kansas City 
with several of the injured late yester- 
day afternoon. He leaves a wife and 
four sir all children. 


Besides tho box containing tho mil- 


1 ion dollars of Mexican railroad cur- 
rency there were on tho tram three 
combination safes containing money 
and bonds, but as far ns can bo ascer- 
tained no efforts were made to take 
any of these. There ia no doubt that 
tho robbers were hiding in the grass 
and were frightened away when they 
saw the extent of the wreck, which 
they had not anticipated. 


The latest reports from the hospitals 


say that tho wounded arc all resting 
well, and that the injuries of none ex- 
cept those named aro likely to prove fa- 
tal. Several posses are scouring tho 
country for tho miscreants who caused 
the wreck, and if found they will bo 
summarily dealt with. '

Moving1 che Water Works. 


It is amusing (o hear some people talk 


nbonl the condition of onr water works, 
and the filtering of oar water, who have 
never given any consideration to the 
snbject, and are not informed as to the 
facts. 


To move the water works woald involve 


an enormous expense which the city 
would not be able to stand for many 
years. 
To move them north o the 


Wabaeh railway would compel the water 
to be forced five miles before it reached 
the new Square. The idea that the land 
north of the Wabaeh railway on thu river 
IB 40 feet higher than the land at the 
water works is an absurdity; because if 
there was a fall of 10 feet in the river in 
that distance the current woald be a 
roaring torrent, instead ot a sluggish and 
dirty prairie stream. 
The difference in 


elevation, as u matter of fact, is between 
Buven and nine feet. If it waa sixty feet 
higher north of the Wabash than at the 
present location of the water worhe, the 
friolion of foroicg the water five miles 
would more than overcome the lift ot 
aiity feet which would be obtained by 
locating the works at a place north ot 
the Wabash bridge. 


The only way to calculate the lift is by 


determining the difference in elevation 
of the surface of the water at the present 
water works and at the place to whhh it 
is proposed to move the works. 


While it is true that the Riverside ad- 


dition and Oklahoma drain into the 
river above the dam, yet there are two 
remedies for the city wi'.h reference to 
these plucks that ore chi-aper and more 
sensible than the removi.l of the water 
works. One is to extend a main up the 
river to a point beyond where the drain- 
age fro n Riverside Park enters the river. 
Another would be to construct n sewer 
from Rivoreide Punk past Oklahoma, and 
have ii empty into the river below the 
dam. 


Neither of these plans would cost one- 


tenth the amount necessary to move the 
water works. 


To place the water works five miles 


from the oity of Deoatar would increase 
the cost of pumping water to the city 
over forty per cent, and this increase of 
oeet would remain witb us for ever and 
woald be a burden day by day. 


Tbe above is the opinion of a gentle- 


man who has spent several years in in- 
vestigation ot the condition ot onr water 
works and the necessity ot filtration.
